es Raw Material Humbug. 


Democratic papers which glibly 
argue that all we need to wrest 
the sceptor of commercial suprem- 
acy in*foreign markets-from Great 
- Britain is a repeal of the duties on 
raw material for manufacture 
strike a fatal snag in the condition 
of the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry. Our cotton mills are now 
and have for some time been highly 
prosperous. New mills are being 
built, and those of the mills which 
are well managed are generally 
paying handsome dividends. We 
raise our raw cotton ourselves, 
No duty operates in any way to 
increase the price of the raw ma- 
terial which our mills. consume, 
and, moreover, our manufacturers 
do not have to bear the expense of 
freight in bringing their raw ma- 
terial from foreign countries. 

According to the Democratic 
papers, here we have the coendi- 
tions essential to the growth of an 
enormous export trade. “Give us 
free raw material,” they say, “and 
we will drive the English out of 
the world’s market.” The cotton 
manufacturers have free raw ma- 
terial; what do we find? It is the 
home demand which is responsible 
for our cotton mill’s prosperity. 
In the words of the Providence 
Journal (Dem.), a paper which 
preaches the “free raw material” 
theory with-especial positiveness, 
we learn that “in 1887 Great Brit- 
nin exported 4,903,917,800 yards; 
valued at $301,490,405, while the 
United States in 1888, although the 
greatest cotton-producing conntry 
in the world, exported only 132.- 
500,240 yards, valued at $11,122,722.” 

The ratio in respect of quantity 
is-more than thirty-seven to one 
in favor of Great Britain. It is a 
notorious fact, says the Boston 
Journal, that our exports of cotton 
goods to Japan, a country which is 
disposed to be one of our best cus- 
tomers, are actually declining. 
Moreover, the same thing is noted 


in our latest batch of Consular re 


ports to South America, though 
the other large items of our. ex- 
ports to the Southern continent 
exhibit a gratifying increase. : 
And yet,if the “raw material” 
theory of our Democratic friends 
were true, we ought to be supply- 


ing the bulk of the cetton goods | 
used by the swarming millions of, 


Asia and South America and push- 
ing the British manufacturers hard 
in the markets of Glasgow, Liver- 
pool and London. Why we are 
not doing it is for the advocates of 
the “free raw material” theory to 
explain, if they can do so. They 
certainly have never yet given the 


public an explanation that did not| 


knock their own theory into kin- 
dling wood.

Cast-fron Bricns. 
~Hollow cast-iron bricks have been 
patented in Germany by August Bockel 
of Erfurt. They are of the size and 
shape of ordinary bricks, and the sides 


are an eighth of an inch thick. They 
are to be used without mortar or other 
binding material, being held together 
by groovés and protecting ribs fitting 
into’ one another on the upper and 
lower sides. There are also two cireu- 
lar openings in the top of each brick, 
into which properly formed projections 
on the brick, above—one of them 
hook-shaped—enter, and give greater 
firmness of hold.

SIXTY-DOLLAR STAMPS, 


‘Used on Second-Class Matter, and the 


Public Never Sees Them. 

‘“‘How 1s the postage on second-class mat- 
ter paid?’’ is a question cuften asked at the 
Boston post-office, says the Herald, of that 
city. . The rate of postage is 1 cent a pound, 
but as observation teaches that second. class 
matter is not stamped, the query is natu- 
rally raised as to how the postage on this 
class of matter js treated. The public never 
sees the stamps used for the payment of 
second-ciass postage, except as a curiosity 
in the collection of a philatelist. 
other kinds of postage stumps, they never

reach the public through the post-office. ; prominently seen. 


They are net so rare, however, among col- . 


lectors as to bring very hign premiums. | 


The smaller denominations are in good de- 
mand, and are sold for sums considerably 
in advance of their face value, but the 
higher denominations can not be disposed: 
of at par. 

It is customary for a publisher whose 
journal or periodical is entered as second- 
class matter to keep on deposit at the post- 
office a sum sufficient to cover the immedi- 
ate expense of mailing. If he mails 1,000 
pounds of matter, he is given a receipt for 
that amount, and on the stub from which 
the receipt is torn is placed $10 in postage 
stamps. The form of stub and receipt book 
used is uniform throughout the country, 
and attheend of each quarter all the stubs 
are forwarded to Washington. The canceled 
stamps on the stubs represent the revenue 
received on second-class matter for the par- 
ticular quarter which they cover. It is not 
required that a publisher shall’ keep a de- 
posit at the post-office, but experience 
teaches that it is the wisest plan to follow. 
Newspaper and periodical postage stamps 
are the most numerous and run the highest 
in denomination of any species of postage 
stamps issted by the Government. The 
lowest denomination is one cent and the

Observations of an American Un- | 


dertaker in Hurope.

Countries Where Funerals Aré in Charge 
ot Government Officials—What It Costs 
to Embalm a Body in Russia— 
Engiand’s Hired Mourners, 


There are few people who. have traveled 


' throughout Europe with the special inten- 
| tion of observing the customs prevailing 
in. each country at funerals. 


Ww. ; 
Speare, the F street undertaker, has made 
several trips across the water with this 
special object, and it is probable that he 
will make another visit there for the same 
purpose next year. 
reporter saw Mr. Speare last evening. 

“The American customs in conducting 
funerals,” said he, “are, in my opinion, 
far in advance of those of Europe. They 
are simpler, shorn of the many useless cus- 
toms that are in vogue abroad, and, what is 
especially desirable among Americans, 
in the hands of the family of the dead, who 
in Europe generally have but little to.say 
about what shall be done or what the style 
or expense of the ceremony shall be. 

“The most interesting of all the European 
countries in this respect’ is France. There 
the funeral. asis also the case in Italy, is 
taken charge of by the government upon 
the death of a person until he has been laid 
away inthe cemetery. Paris is the great 
center m which these things are most 
When a death is re- 
ported to the police they at once notify the 
proper Government officials. There is a 
bureau in Paris to which all such matters 
are referred. It occupies the largest building 
I have ever seen, and employs a force of 
clerks greater than are in our Post-Officé) 
Department. 

“This bureau, haying taken charge of the 
matter, are ai no loss in finding at once the 
social relations and wealth of the deceased, 
and according to the latter a funeral is or- 
dered: These are divided into eleven 
classes, the first costing over $5,000, the 
others graded down until they reach the 
tenth class, for which $12 is charged, the 
eleventhand last being the pauper’s funeral, 
and at Government expense. 

“The house occupied by the corpse is 
draped inside and outside, the friends of 
the dead having no power to control in any 
particular these proceedings, except that the 
embalming of the corpse is optional and 
costs $500. 

‘The friends of the deceased may be rich 
or poor, and may desire either to curtail the 
expense or give @ more costly burial, but 
their power is of no avail. Generally the 
caskets of France may be said to be very 
flimsy, usually being covered with drapery. 
The casket used for the poorest class 1s 
about as strong as a cigar box,.. The $2 paid 
for this ceremony gives the. use of a hearse, 
which has-a compartment for the casket, 
behind which there is room for about four 
persons to ride. 

“The undertakers are employed by the 
Government, and are military officers who 
usually rank as Major or Captain, the rank, 
of course, differing for the various grades 
of funerals. They are dressed in black 
velvet, wear cockades and swords and have 
a good deal of gold lace on their uniforms. 
The funeral being over, a bill is rendered 
and payment sought through a Government - 
officer of the particular place in which the 
death occurred. It must be paid, or the 
goods of the deceased are attached. The 
bureau is the source of a very considerable 
revenue to the French nation, and itis not 
permissible for any one else to undertake to 
engage in the work of h.irying the dead. 

‘In Italy the governmentaiso monopolizes 
this business, dividing the business pro- 
vided into eleven ciasses. In the latter 
country the decorations and every thing 
used in the ceremony is black. The custom 
is varied in Italy only in the cases of chil- 
dren, for whom white hearses are provided, 
the corpse being followed by a procession of 
little girls dressed in white, carrying can- 
dies and singing as they pass along the 
There are some very elegant 
funerals at Rome, but those sty led first-class 
cost about $3,000 or more. 

“The country of hired mourners is En- 
gland. There the heaviest drapery pre- 
vails, while the ‘funeral cars,’ as they are 
called, in which the caskets are carried, arg 
immense vehicles, exceeding in size our 
omnibuses. Many of them cost fully $4,000. 
The mourners that are hired follow the 
hearse, and are very noisy in their pre- 
tended grief. The hearse and the four 
horses drawing it are black. A lantern is

TWO QUEER EPITAPHS. 


Characteristic Insériptions on a Couple of 
Colorado Grave-Stones. 

“Thave read of a great many strange epi- 
taphs and seen some of them,”’ said a trav- 
eler to the Coffee of the Omaha Republican, 
‘but there are a few in the cemetery at 
Manitou, in Colorado, which are more re- 
markable and more humorous (for there is 
acertain humor about the dead in this ri- 
diculous world) than any thing I have ever 
read or seen. Scattered about this ceme- 
tery are, quite a number of-siabs of boards; 
painted white and lettered by one hand— 
presumably that of a sexton or some public 
official upon whom the duty of burying and 
commemorating the friendless, dead had 
fallen. This official was in his way the mas- 
ter of astyle. Here is the first specimen 
of his literature that meets the eye of a 
sight-seer:
